I AM directed by the Lords Justices to transmit, for the information of 
Her Majesty’s Government, the accompanying communication received from 
the Commissioners for the Sale of Encumbered Estates in Ireland, relative to 
the proceedings taken by them under the Act constituting their Court, the 
progress that has been made in carrying that Act into effect, and other matters.

Encumbered Estates' Comynission, 

Sis. 5ih August 1850. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
27th July, wherein you state that their Excellencies the Lords Justices requested 
that the Commissioners for Sale of Encumbered Estates in Ireland would cause 
to be furnished to them such information as would show the nature of the 
proceedings taken by them under the Act constituting the Court, the progress 
that has been made in carrying that Act into effect, and such other matters as 
might tend to exliibit the character and extent of the business transacted before 
them. 

In compliance with the request so contained in yom- letter, I am directed by 
the Commissioners for the Sale of Encumbered Estates in Ireland, to submit to 
you, for the information of the Lords Justices, the following details relative to 
the progress made by the Commissioners in proceeding under the Act of the 
13 Viet. c. 77. 

On the 28th .of August 1849, the Commissioners having been previously 
sworn met for the first time, and in compliance with the provisions of the 
Statute, proceeded to frame rules for the regulation of the practice in their 
Court. » 

On the 18th of September in the same year, those rules were submitted to 
the Privy Council in Ireland for their approbation, and on the 17th of October 
these rules were approved of by the Privy Council. 

On the 25th of the same month ol' October the Court of Commissioners was 
first opened for the despatch of public business. 



The total number of petitions presented to the Court since that period t 
31st of July inclusive is 1085, which were filed as follows : —

997 of the petitions have been fiated by the Commissioners, of which 105 
were dismissed. Amongst the petitions presented, 177 have been lodged by 
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owners, and in 82 cases petitions have been presented against parties who had 
taken the benefit of the Insolvent Act and their Assignees. 

The total number of orders made by the Court have been 2789, of which 
938 are conditional orders for sale, 666 absolute orderg for sale, and 1185 
miscellaneous orders, independently of numerous orders daily made by the 
Commissioners in Chamber. 

The total number of certificates issued to the Courts of Equity under the 
provisions of the 42nd section of the Act have been 449, of which 390 were 
directed to the Court of Chancery, and 59 to the Equity Exchequer. 



The gross total of the annual rental of the property comprised in the 
petitions presented amounts to 665, 470^. 18a. ld.,‘ and the gross total of encum- 
brances as taken from the petitions, to 12,400.348^. 6s ikd. The amount of en- 
cumbrances in petitions presented by owners appears to be 3,028,556^. 13s. lOic?., 
and the annual rental 189, 944/. 5s. 2d. 

The first sale by auction under the orders of the Commissioners were had- 
on the 21st of January 1850. Since that date up to the 31st of July inclusive 
there have been sales in 87 different estates, over 54 of which receivers appear 
to have been appointed by the Courts of Chancery or Equity Exchequer, and as 
to 12 only of which does it appear that proceedings for a sale of the lands 
were not pending in either of those Courts. 

The total number of lots sold by the Commissioners amount to 257. Of 13 
of these lots, the purchase money did not exceed 200/. each ; and of 77, did 
not exceed 1,000/. each. 



The gross amount produced by the sales to the 31st of July inclusive, was 
541,253/. 165.6c/., of which 22,805/. is the produce of property situate in the 
cities of Dublin, Cork, Limerick, and Belfast, and the residue, exclusive of the 
produce of the sale of land-rents, and is distributed as follows amongst the

Of the gross amount of those sales 378,460/. cash has been lodged in the 
Bank of Ireland to the credit of the Commissioners, and 23,224/., 4s. Qd. 31 per 
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cent. Government Stock transferred to them. 11,8021. 8s. 3<2. have also been 
allowed by the Commissioners, under the authority of the 26th section of the 
Act, to purchasers who were also encumbrancers. 



Of the money so lodged 74,8991 2s. 6(f. has been distributed and paid 
of 12,9931. more have been made, and about 
100,0001. more will probably be distributed before the 20th of August. 

On the 15th of August the Commissioners intend to suspend their Court 
sittings, and to adjourn till the 15th of October next the transaction of any 
turther business in public, except what may be necessary for the distribution ■ 
ot money amongst enoumbranoers. The offices of the Commission will never- 
theless remmn open for the reception of petitions, and these the Commissioners 
propose to fiat during that period. 



In order to form a due estimate of the extent of business transacted before 
the Commissioners, it is necessary to observe that a considerable number of 
s^es have already been fixed for the months of October and November and 
that the value of the estates which will be offered for sale between this and 
the 1st ot January next, cannot be calculated at less than 500,000/.
